The Answers 

Many Queries Fired at 
Officials of This Area as 
Applications ai’e Reviewed

"Where do I get my "B" 
book, I received my notice?" 
"Can I get a blank for non-high¬ 
way gas here?” "Say, what about 
us truck drivers, we ain’t rece¬ 
ived our certificates?” "Where 
do I go to get my sugar ra¬ 
tion?” ‘'Is coffee to be put on 
the schedule soon?” "Do I get 
tires here?” 

TTiese but indicate the semi¬ 
confusion which has reigned for 
the past three days among the 
motorists milling around the office 
of Board 5-12 at 1'29 S. Myrtle 
Ave., Monrovia. But it is not 
confusion beyond the rail. In ra¬ 
ther remarkable fashion the pub¬ 
lic is served. In rather prompt 
fashion, too-none of the two 
hours waiting reported on the 
radio, none of the prolonged ar¬ 
guments often heard under such 
conditions. Good nature and a 
spirit of cooperation was the gen¬ 
eral rule. But of course there 
are questions which are asked 
frequently, "What hours are the 
board open?” This is answered 
by, "Eight-thirty to five, each 
week day.” 

"What about gasoline for fuel, 
the tractor, or lights?” 

Blanks for these and other 
supplementary rations may be 
had at the school house, but 
they must be filled out and mail¬ 
ed to the office in Monrovia. 

"Can I make application for 
a "B” or ”C” book later?” 

Yes, at any time if you hold 
an "A” book only. 

"What about inspection of 
tires?” 

This must be done between 
December 1 and January 31 at 
an authorized station. Here in 
Sierra Madre the principal oil 
stations will serve. 

iAst week I spoke of "non- 
highway” blanks. These are for 
gasoline to be used In other ways 
than to put in a vehicle for the 
highway, such as for tractors, 
stoves, lamps, boats, etc. Blanks 
for these can be secured at the 
office in Monrovia or at the 
school house in Sierra Madre. 
Other blanks for "special" uses 
are available for emergencies, j 
such as trips at a distance at 
time of death or unexpected calls, 
or regular trips to a doctor for I 
a definite period. Gasoline so se¬ 
cured can only be used for such 
emergencies and cannot be ap¬ 
plied for by an agent. 

This whole ration program is 
new to America with its great 
abundance, but it can be worked 
out so that matters wUl run 
smoothly. The only thing needed 
is patience that it may "have its 
perfect work.” 

Truck owners are advised that 
they should exchange the certi¬ 
ficates they received from De¬ 
troit for gas coupons at the 
price and ration board headquar¬ 
ters, 529 S. Myrtle Ave., Mon¬ 
rovia.

Young men who became 18 
during July and August will reg¬ 
ister on December 11 through 
December 17. Those who became 
18 in September and October will 
register on December 21. Those 
becoming 18 in November and 
December will register oo De¬ 
cember 26. Young men bom after 
December are to register within 
five days after reaching their 
eighteenth birthday, Mr. Weber 
stated.

Some Sierra Madre motorists 
were apprehensive when they at¬ 
tempted to have their tanks filled 
Sunday evening in preparation 
for the beginning of gas ra¬ 
tioning and found the gas sup¬ 
ply of some service stations ex¬ 
hausted, but all was well eau-ly 
Monday morning when supplies 
were replenished. Double rows of 
cars passed through the stations 
all day Monday, the stations re¬ 
maining open until late in the 
evening to accommodate late 
comers and the attendants were 
given a thorough workout. One 
station reported dispensing 2,050 
gallons before closing up. 

There was little complaint 
over rationing by local citizens, 
station attendants reported, most 
everyone seeming to feel that the 
new order was more terrifying 
in anticipation than It would ac¬ 
tually be. They felt they would 
have enough gas to do the ab¬ 
solutely essential driving, with 
necessary shopping and other 
trips and even to the theatres 
roundabout. 

Many families were preparing 
share-the-rlde programs for mar¬ 
keting expeditions at stated in¬ 
tervals and the transportation of 
children 'to school from the most 
distant sections of the city. 

There were almost as many 
cars in Sierra Madre’s own shop¬ 
ping center Tuesday and yester¬ 
day as ordinarily and local mer¬ 
chants reported 'there had been 
little if any falling off In busi¬ 
ness. Grocers and markets ex¬ 
pect that citizens may make 
fewer shopping tripw and that 
they will accustom themselves to 
making a week’s purchases at a 
time.

This City Not Affected by 
the Staggered Hours 
Program for the Present 

Though Sierra Madre’s north¬ 
ern boundary is right smack up 
against the Angeles forest, for 
the present, at least, stores and 
offices here will open and close 
on the old .schedule, unmindful of 
the sttaggered hours edict of the 
Southern California W'ar Trans¬ 
portation Council. 

This edict, effective November 
27, applies to the Loa Angeles 
Metropolitan area, defined as in¬ 
cluding all of Los Angeles and 
Orange counties lying south of 
the Angeles forest. To relieve the 
enormous .strain on transporta¬ 
tion facilities anticipated to fol¬ 
low the rationing of gasoline on 
Tuesday, it staggered the work¬ 
ing hours not only in shops, fac¬ 
tories and stores, but In offices 
as well. 

Since Sierra Madre is held to 
have no local transportation prob¬ 
lem, local officials hesitated to 
order any dra.stic change in com -1 
munity life. ! 

“There being no serious trans- 
fxirtation here at any time of the | 
day we will continue our present 
opening and closing hours for 
stores and offices in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre until we receive further in¬ 
formation,” said Mayor Tom 
Schwartz yesterday. The Trans¬ 
portation Council has agreed that 
present schedules here be con- 
tinnued until there is a clarifi¬ 
cation of the staggered hours 
order. 

Set New Time 
For Burning I 
Of Trash 

No Fires to be Lig-hted 
Defore 7:30 A. M. Nor ^ 
After 10 During Wartime' 

New hours for burning trash 
in the city limits were announc¬ 
ed by Fire Chief W. D. Richards 
Tuesday. Residents arc asked not 
to bum trash before 7:30 o’clock 
or after 10 o’clock in the morning 
hereafter. This regulation in¬ 
cludes both incinerators and open 
fires. 

Until now the city has required 
that tra.sh be burned between the 
hours of 6 and 9 o’clock a. m.; 
Now with clocks advanced an 
hour ahead for war-time, the 
hours between 6 and 7 :30 o’clock 
are dark during the winter 
nvonths, and the Army dim-out j 
regulat.i^is are now in force. ! 

It is to avoid this conflict be- ^ 
tween federal and city regula- ^ 
tions that trash-burning hours; 
have been changed Chief Rich¬ 
ards says. 

Attention was also called to 
the orvhnance prohibiting open 
fires north of Grand View ave¬ 
nue without a permit. South of i 
Grand View' open fires may be 
burned if there is plenty of 
clearance. It is against city reg¬ 
ulations to bum brush piles larg¬ 
er than six feet high or six feet 
in diameter, and when a resident 
starts an open fire, he must stay 
with it and guard against sparks 
until the fire is entirely bume<.i 
out.

An¬ 
nouncement was maue some time 
ago that the local board's list 
of lA men had been practically 
exhausted and quite a number of 
married men without children 
were summoned for the Novem¬ 
ber quota.

there was none on Bataan, where 
American soldiers fought until 
they dropped in their tracks, and 
died, in many cases, for lack of 
food and planes and tanks and 
the materials of war that they 
expected us to send them. 

Isn’t it about time for our gov¬ 
ernment officials and our labor 
leaders—and our people general¬ 
ly—to wake up to the fact that 
this is TOTAL WAR? Isn’t it 
about 'time that we Americans 
who stay at home should give 
up some of our comforts and 
some of our leisure, too, and 
should try to match the sacri¬ 
fices our men are making in the 
field ? 

The labor shortage problem is 
so acute that Hi^fe is increasing 
pressyre in Wa.shington for the 
enactment of legislation to con¬ 
script workers—and yet Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt has said tlfat he 
is opposed to repeal of the 40- 
hour week. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard has told Congress that he 
believes the hours of work in in¬ 
dustrial plants must be made 
longer if we are to cope with 
the man-power problem. Donald 
Nelson, chairman of the War 
Production Board, has told Con¬ 
gress, too, that the work week 
must be lengthened. Farmers are 
working 70 and 80-hour weeks 
throughout America, trying des¬ 
perately to keep up with the de¬ 
mands for farm produce, even 
in view of the fact that farms 
have been drained of their man¬ 
power. 

And yet 'the President, in op¬ 
posing repeal of the 40-hour week 
in industry, insists that a longer 
work week would d«tract from 
the effiniency of workers and is 
therefore not desirable. If that 
be true, then the Americans of 
today aren’t of the same breed

Although the government has 
not yet announced complete plans 
.•■or meat rationing, the amount 
allowe<l each adult and adoles¬ 
cent will probably be around two 
pounds. Plans have been made to 
u.se the point system, now em¬ 
ployed in England for clothes ra¬ 
tioning. Prices will be fixed in 
lerms of points. For instance, a 
pound o fmeat costing 20 cents 
would be one point; a pound of 
meat at 40 cents would be two 
points; and every one will have 
the .same number of points to use 
per week. 


Nationwide rationing of ALL 
es.sential foods is just a rnattor 
of months. We won’t go hungry, 
says the State Council of De- 
fen.se, but we will have to make 
many sacrifices. 

The rationing of meat will be 
followed by the rationing of can¬ 
ned foods (some meat, fish, 
fruits, vegetables, .some soups, 
beans and meat and fish pro¬ 
ducts.) 

Other food products to be ra¬ 
tioned will be: fish (probably 
fresh, dried and frozen, as well 
as tinned); lard, tea, dried fruits 
(if you can find them on the 
market); bananas (if any are to 
be had); cocoa and chocolate, 
frozen foods (meat and fish 
only), and milk. Housewives will 
also ,due to shortages, have a 
difficult time buying spices, con¬ 
diments, jams, jellies and pre¬ 
serves. 

Voluntary meat rationing, to 
allow every one to get his fair 
share of meat, is already under 
way. At Wa.shington’s request, 
local councils are asked to utilize

America has far more troops under arms than in April, 
1918— and they are better trained, more thoroughly sea¬ 
soned. Hundreds of thousands of them have teen in train¬ 
ing longer than the entire period of our participation in the 
first World War. 

Then, in our ine.xperience and exi>erimental haste, we 
built planes unfit to fly—built ships, in hundretls of in¬ 
stances, so unseaworthy that they never left port, and rot¬ 
ted in harbors until sold for junk. Now, tecause industrial 
and military brains profited by the lessons of ’17-’1S, 
America has built soundly and swiftly, and is on the way 
to creation, in the next yeai’, of the finest fighting force 
in history, backed by a mighty industrial force of ma¬ 
chines and workers. 

What this nation has acconiplished in one year of war 
is cause for confidence that America shall develop power

Y OU get it in some moment 
of reco^itioii— a reknow¬ 
ing, so to speak—of some¬ 
thing you’ve always known, in 
the innermost part of your own 
being: the curious and comfort¬ 
ing knowledge that you’re not 
alone. You get the feeling that 
all these things you aee—flowers, 
trees, birds, mountains, sky — 
are, somehow, near relatives of 
yaurs, altogether dear and friend¬ 
ly. Which is, aftei' all, so we’re 
told, a mere faint glint of the 
sort of Ancient Truth that is the 
common heritage of all of us— 
of everyone; no matter who or 
what we are: black, brown, yel¬ 
low, white.

It 
may even be a perfectly good 
rea.son, for the eternal femlnft.v 
must not necessarily be as willy- 
nilly as the romantic poets pro- 
fe.ssed to believe. 

Perhaps it's a nice simple rea¬

Safety devices of every kind | 
have been devised by industry to 
forestall the possibility of acci¬ 
dents on the job, but the 'toll 
continues to be alarming. Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Victor G. Hei.ser, 
author of "American Doctor's 
Ode.ssey” and noted consultant, 
more than 42,600 war production 
workers have been killed in in¬ 
dustrial and othei accidents 
since Pearl Harbor. At the same 
time. Dr. Heiser estimates that 
121,000,000 man-hours will be lost 
this year through sickness and 
accidents. In terms of production, 
he points out, the lost man-hours 
are sufficient to build 5,000 Fly¬ 
ing Fortresses "now” or 10,000 
mass production 


Naturally, the meat diet of 
both soldiers and sailors varies 
with zone of operation. Hot cli¬ 
mates bring a reduction in meat 
ration.< and an increase in the 
ration of vegetables, while cold 
weather brings a proportionate 
increase in the ratio of meat.

Why Coffee Rationing Necessary In U.S, 
Is Told By The Government

suggestions for making the best 
use of the supply citizens will 
be able to get: 

Don’t use heaping spoonsful 
but level ones. Eliminate "one for 
the pot”; make only the exact 
amount to be served; if there is 
coffee left ■ over, store it in the 
refrigerator for use as flavoring 
or far a cup of warmed-over cof¬ 
fee; coffee should be served as 
soon as it is made—the longer 
it cooks, once It is made, the 
more flavoring It loses: don't 
boll coffee—it drives off the fla¬ 
vor and aroma; keep the coffee 
in a tightly covered container 
and store It in the refrigerator 
or some other cool place; the cof¬ 
fee pot should be kept imacul- 
ately clean. It should be scrubbed 
with soap and water and en¬ 
tirely rinsed. The reason for this 
is that rancid oils from old cof¬ 
fee and in the coffee pwt may 
spoil the new brew. 


The main reason for coffee ra¬ 
tioning in the greatest coffee 
consuminng nation on earth was 
sized up in one word by a bul¬ 
letin issued yesterday by the Of¬ 
fice of War Information. It was 
ships. Those plying between 
South American coffee producing 
countries that have been bring¬ 
ing 2.2 billion pounds of coffee 
beans here annually are now 
bringing in bauxite ores for 
aluminum used in our fighting 
planes and nitrates for gun pow¬ 
der and explosives. What coffee 
is imported now is being divided 
between the civilian population, 
American fighting men on many 
fronts throughout the world, the 
allied armies and nations. Ger¬ 
many has no coffee at all and 
Italy is worse off, as are all the 
Axis dominated countries. Our 
own soldiers in the Solomons 
have had not coffee for many 
weeks.
